DAIRY  SITUATION  AND  OUTLOOK* 


Tightening  milk  supplies  this 
spring,  along  with  USDA  actions, 
raised  wholesale  prices  of  cheese 
and,  to  a lesser  extent,  nonfat  dry 
milk  and  butter.  Reflecting 
wholesale  price  changes  and  signs 
of  weakening  milk  production, 
April-June  farm  milk  prices  started 
to  recover. 

Dairy  product  markets  are 
likely  to  continue  to  tighten, 
causing  further  rises  in  milk  and 
dairy  product  prices  during  the 
second  half  of  1991.  Government 
purchases  are  projected  to  be 
below  a year  earlier  as  a recovering 
economy  pulls  commercial  use 
higher. 

Milk  production  during  April- 
June  was  only  slightly  above  a year 
earlier.  Growth  in  milk  production 
during  the  first  4 months  of  1991 
declined  quickly,  as  relatively  low 
milk  prices  and  strong  cull  cow 
prices  persisted.  Estimated  U.S. 
milk  production  in  May  and  June 
was  about  the  same  as  a year 
earlier.  Second-half  milk  produc- 
tion probably  will  be  close  to  a year 
ago,  bringing  the  annual  increase 
to  less  than  1 percent. 

Retail  dairy  prices  during 


April-June  were  down  only  about  1 
percent  from  first-quarter  1991. 
Prices  for  the  rest  of  1991  likely  will 
stabilize  as  the  wide  farm-to-retail 
margin  is  expected  to  absorb 
increases  in  wholesale  and  farm 
prices.  For  all  of  1991,  retail  prices 
are  projected  to  decrease  1-2 
percent  from  last  year.

Milk  supplies  for  manufactur- 
ing are  expected  to  be  close  to  a 
year  earlier  during  the  second  half 
of  1991  as  milk  production  and 
fluid  milk  sales  are  expected  to 
change  little.  However,  larger  milk 
output  during  the  first  4 months  of 
the  year  made  more  available  for 
manufacturing.  Butter/nonfat  dry 
milk  production  absorbed  a rela- 
tively large  share  of  milk  supplies 


during  January-April,  while  cheese 
production  declined.  Higher  cheese 
prices  since  May  have  made  cheese 
operations  more  competitive  for 
milk. 

Commercial  use  during  the 
second  half  of  1991  is  expected  to 
recover  from  the  recession-weak- 
ened levels  of  the  first  6 months.  By 
the  fourth  quarter,  use  is  forecast  to 
be  up  more  than  2 percent  from  a 
year  eaijier  on  the  basis  of  a recov- 
ering ec&momy.  For  all  of  1991^. 
commercial  use  i^f^recast  to  reach 
about  140  billion  pounds  (milkD 
equivalent,  milkfat  basis),  up  lds’s 
than  1 percent  from  1990's  13>9 
billion  pounds.  za 

Commercial  dairy  product 
stocks  (milk  equivalent,  milkfat 
basis)  on  June  1 were  up  almost  17 
percent  from  a year  ago.  Holdings 
of  American  cheese,  other  cheese, 
butter,  and  non-fat  dry  milk  were  up 
substantially. 

Government  purchases  (milk 
equivalent,  milkfat  basis)  during  the 
First  half  of  1991  rose  about  29 
percent  from  a year  earlier.  How- 
ever, purchases  in  May  and  June 

(Continued  on  page  2) 
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were  considerably  lower  than  in 
April,  as  dairy  markets  tightened. 
Butter  purchases  dropped  from  70 
million  pounds  in  April  to  23  million 
of  mostly  West  Coast  butter  in  June. 
Nonfat  dry  milk  purchases  fell  from 
48  million  pounds  to  5 million. 
Cheese  purchases  also  dropped  to 
low  levels. 

International  prices  for  butter 
and  nonfat  dry  milk  continue  to  be 
at  or  below  the  International  Dairy 
Arrangement  (IDA)  minimum 
prices.  International  dairy  prices 
have  been  under  pressure  from 
exports  from  East  European  coun- 
tries seeking  hard  currency  and  from 


exports  from  the  European  Com- 
munity, where  stocks  have  grown 
quickly  over  the  past  year.

July  Milk  Production 

Milk  production  in  the  21 
major  States  during  July  totaled 
10.5  billion  pounds,  2 percent  less 
than  production  in  these  same 
States  in  July  1990.  June  revised 
production,  at  10.6  billion  pounds, 
was  1 percent  below  June  1990. 

Production  per  cow  in  the  21 
major  States  averaged  1,254  for 


July,  6 pounds  less  than  July  1990. 

The  number  of  cows  on  farms  in 
the  21  major  States  was  8.38  million 
head,  14  thousand  head  less  than 
June  1991  and  112  thousand  head 
less  than  July  1990. 

During  the  April-June  period, 
the  21  major  States  produced  32.7 
billion  pounds  of  milk,  84.7  percent 
of  the  U.S.  production.  If 
producers  in  the  remaining  29 
States  not  surveyed  monthly 
followed  the  same  pattern  as  the  21 
States,  the  U.S.  production  would 
be  12.4  billion  pounds  for  July  1991.

The  July  1991  Class  I utilization  of  producer  milk 
totaled  127,950,307  pounds  or  54.5%  of  the  reported 
producer  receipts.

Gross  Class  I utilization  averaged  4,81 2,969  pounds 
per  day  during  July  1 991 . On  a daily  basis  this  was  an

The  July  1991  Class  I utilization  of  producer  milk 
totaled  148,914,363  pounds  or  50.8%  of  the  reported 
producer  receipts.
